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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitation presented in claim 1 comprising 'phosphor particles that are selected to have a d90 size in a 
range of about 30 micrometers to about 45 micrometers wherein d90 refers to a selected size at which 90 volume percent particles are 
smaller than the selected size' changes the scope of the claim, and hence would require new consideration/search. 
Regarding claim 33 the Applicant's argument is not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that no motivation has been 
disclosed for combining the two references, the examiner respectfully submits that in order to operate a laser diode a driving circuit (either 
in pulsed mode or continuous wave mode) is necessary for converting an electric signal to optical signal as taught by Takagi and hence 
the rejection is proper.
